(5) Ina ghat road when a motor-vehicle going 
downhill meets a motor-vehicle going uphill, the 
former vehicle should appreciably slow down or 
stop and allow the latter to pass it. 


8. Rule 22——No motor-vehicle shall be driven 
at a greater speed than 20 miles an hour within the

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GUIDING RULES FOR DRIVERS. 


1. Keep your vehicle to the near side and, if 
moving slowly, as near the kerb as possible. 

2. Always use the signals laid down and in 
accordance with the directions given. This may 
often prevent accidents and delay. : 

3. Do not pass a refuge on the off-side, ora 
serious accident may result. 

4, Remember pedestrians have a right to the 
use of the road and some may be deaf or have 
defective vision so that special precautions are 
needed. Also be very careful when children are 
about and when in the neighbourhood of schools. 

5. Obey at once the signals or directions of the 
Police, even if seemingly unnecessary. 

6. Make way for fire engines, ambulances, etc. 

7. Avoid congested centres as far as possible. 

8. Give way to drivers in difficulty especially 
those with horses or bullocks on a gradient. 

9. Do not loiter or place your vehicle so as to 
cause obstruction. 

Give way or stop for any restive horse or string 
of led horses. 

10. At road junctions, keep your vehicle well 
under control until you know the road is clear. 
Always give warning of your presence but avoid 
unnecessary noise simply to get a clear road. 

11. Stop whenever you are concerned in an 
accident, however slight, and give the necessary par- 
ticulars. One whodrives off is very apt to be cen- 
sured even though the accident was unavoidable.

IMPORTANT SPECIAL RULES OF THE 
ROAD. 


1. Except when Police control is operative at 
cross roads the driver of any vehicle shall give 
precedence to all vehicles approaching from the 
RIGHT hand side and take precedence over all 
vehicles approaching from the LEFT hand side. 


29. When two cars are approaching each other 
from opposite directions and approximately midway 
between them there is another vehicle (moving or 
stationary) the car on whose side of the road the 
vehicle is, must slow down and let the other car 
pass it first. :

‘A’ has the right of the way. 
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Extracts from the Motor-Vehicles 
Act and Rules. 

1. Section 4 of the Motor-Vehicles Act.—The 
person in charge of a motor-vehicle shall cause the 
vehicle to stop and to remain stationary so long 
as may reasonably be necessary (a) when re- 
quired by any Police Officer for regulating the 
traffic or of ascertaining his name and address: 
or (b) by a person in charge of any animal. that 
is or will be alarmed by the motor vehicle; or (c) 
when he knows or has reason to believe that an 
accident has occurred to any person or to any 
animal or vehicle in charge of a person owing to 
the presence of the motor-vehicle, and he shall 
also, if required, give his name and address of 
the owner of such motor-vehicle. 

Section 7 of the Act.—The holder of a license 
shall not allow it to be used by any other person. 

Section 8 of the Act.—The driver of a motor- 
vehicle shall produce his license upon demand by 
any Police Officer, 

2. ule 10 of Motor-Vehicles Rules.—The 
number assigned to a motor-vehicle by the regis- 
tering authority shall be shown in a prominent 
position both at the front and rear of the motor- 
vehicle in white ona black ground. 

3. Rule 11.—The motor-vehicle must have two 
independent brakes in good working order and of 
such efficiency that the application of either will 
promptly stop the motor-vehicle. 

If the motor-vehicle is a lorry. 2.¢., vehicle for 
transport of goods, it aha have a side mirror 


attached to the frame of the wind screen which 
will show to the driver that a car is about to over- 
take his vehicle from behind. 

4. Rule 138.—No person may cause or permit 
a motor-vehicle to stand or be used in a public 
place between half an hour after sunset and one 
hour before sunrise or drive a motor-vehicle, when 
so used, unless it carries three lighted lamps ot 
suitable design and illumination and so attached 
thereto as to prevent their movement; one of which 
shall be attached on either side of the front of the 
motor-vehicle exhibiting a white light in front, the 
third at the back of the vehicle exhibiting a red 
light at the rear and a white light at right angles 
thereto, so placed and so efficient as to illuminate 
and render easily distinguishable the registered 
number of the motor-vehicle at a reasonable dis- 
tance : provided that in the case of a motor-cycle, 
one head light exhibiting a white light in the front 
so placed and so efficient as to illuminate and 
render easily distinguishable the register number 
of the motor-cycle and one red rear light shall be 
carried when a side car is attached to such a motor- 
cycle, the side car shall also carry a white light 
showing to the front. (A bus driven at night shall 
carry in addition tothe lights mentioned above, 
two white lights and one red light- for use during 
emergency. ) 

5, Kule 15.—Vehicles to be provided with horns 
capable of giving sufficient warning. 

__ (a) Rule 16.—(i) A license to drive a motor 
vehicle shall be granted Dy the District Magistrate 
I 


or such other authority as may, from time to time; 
be empowered by Government by notification in the 
Official Gazette, to any person over the age of 18 
years applying for it. (22) All licenses to drive 
should be renewed -every year. (iii) The fee 
payable in respect of the grant or renewal’ of 
Driving licenses shall be as follows:— Rs. 


(i) For the grant of a new license e, ayia 
(ii) For the renewal of a license— 
(a) if presented for renewal before the date of 
expiry of its validity 
(b) if not presented within the date ‘of the said 
expiry of validity ... is 


6. Lule 20.—Motor-vehicles pould not be 
allowed to stand in a public place so as to cause 
obstruction to traffic or unattended by a licensed 
person. The vehicles plying for hire should wait, 
only at stands or places notified by the District 
Magistrates. 

7.. Rule 21,—(1) A motor-vehicle shall be driven 
in accordance with the rule of the road which 
requires a vehicle to keep on the left of the road 
-except when passing horses or vehicles going in 
the same direction which should be passed on the 
right and that it should ordinarily pass a tram-car 
on the left or near side whether it be going in the 
same or contrary direction. 

(2) The driver of a motor-vehicle when turning 
into a side street, if to the left, shall keep close to 
the corners; if to the right, shall make a wide 
curve.
